Sasol invited nenbers of the black public to apply for up to 2
838 564 Sasol BEE ordinary shares (“Cash Invitation”) in ternms of
the prospectus dated 15 May 2008 issued by Sasol (“Cash
Invitation Prospectus”). Sinultaneously, Sasol I|nzalo, which at
the time was a wholly owned subsidiary of Sasol, invited nenbers
of the black public to apply for up to 16 085 200 Sasol Inzalo
ordi nary shares (“Funded Invitation”) in terns of the prospectus
dated 15 May 2008 issued by Sasol Inzalo (“Funded Invitation
Prospectus”). The Cash Invitation Prospectus and the Funded
Invitation Prospectus are herein collectively referred to as “the
Pr ospect uses”.

Sasol and Sasol Inzalo are pleased to announce that:

the Cash Invitation and the Funded Invitation (collectively,
“the Invitations”), which were both a resoundi ng success, were
13% and nore than 300% over subscri bed, respectively;

approxi mtely 300 000 applications were received in respect of
both Invitations;

applications from wonmen and wonen’s groups conprised 47% of
the applications received;

to the extent that applications were not accepted, refunds
together with interest on such refunds, as described in nore
detail in paragraph 5 below, wll be paid on 2 Septenber 2008;
Sasol BEE ordinary shares and Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares
will be allotted and issued by Sasol and Sasol |[nzalo,
respectively, to successful applicants on 8 Septenber 2008, to
the extent that their applications were accepted; and



information will be posted to all applicants on 2 Septenber

2. Results of the Invitations

A total of 2 838 564 Sasol BEE ordinary shares and 16 085 200
Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares were available for allocation to
menbers of the black public.

Al'l applications were considered by Sasol and Sasol |nzal o,
respectively, except for those referred to in paragraph 4.

Unl ess the applications were disqualified for the reasons
described in the Prospectuses, the applications were accepted,
wth effect from2 Septenber 2008, in full or in part, based on
the principles described in paragraph 3 below. In this regard,
information, will be posted to all applicants on 2 Septenber 2008
to informthem inter alia, of the status of their applications,
i ncludi ng, where applicable, the extent to which their
applications were accepted and the nunber of shares that will be
allotted and i ssued to them on 8 Septenber 2008.

3. Principles for the acceptance of applications for shares

To achi eve a broad based sharehol di ng of Sasol BEE ordi nary
shares and Sasol I|nzalo ordinary shares, applications were
accepted using a “bottom up” approach so as to prioritise the
acceptance, in whole or in part, of applications for smal
nunbers of shares over those for |arger nunbers of shares.



Applications for Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares and Sasol BEE
ordi nary shares, were accepted by Sasol Inzalo (as directed by
Sasol in its sole discretion) and Sasol respectively, also having
regard to factors such as the nunber of applications received and
in the case of:
a black person, whether such person is a black wonman, disabled
or unenpl oyed,;
a black conpany, the percentage black wonen, disabled and
unenpl oyed participation and bl ack ownership and control;
a black entity, the percentage black ownership, beneficiaries,
menbers or participants and black representatives and black
womnen partici pation.

In addition, Sasol took account of the spread between bl ack
peopl e and bl ack groups when considering the acceptance of the

al | ocati ons.
3.1 Basis of allocation in the Funded Invitation

Applicants in the Funded Invitation could apply for a m ni num of
25 Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares for a subscription anmount of
R457,50. Applications for subscription anounts between R457, 50
(25 Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares) and R915,00 (50 Sasol Inzalo
ordi nary shares), inclusive, were accepted in full, unless the
appl i cant concerned was otherw se disqualified. Applications for
subscription anounts in excess of R915, 00 have been accepted as
to 50 shares each and a percentage of the balance of the shares
applied for, unless the applicant concerned was ot herw se

di squalified. On average the percentage by which the
applications in excess of R915,00 have been accepted anounts to
11, 3% of the bal ance of shares applied for. However, this
percentage will differ fromapplicant to applicant based on the
ot her factors that have been consi dered as descri bed above.

In the Funded Invitation applications were accepted from wonen
and wonen’s groups which will result in the allotnment and issue
of 49% of the total nunber of Sasol Inzalo ordinary shares to

3.2 Basis of allocation in the Cash Invitation

Applicants in the Cash Invitation could apply for a m nimum of 10
Sasol BEE ordinary shares for a subscription amunt of R3 660, 00.
Applications for subscription anmounts between R3 660,00 (10 Saso
BEE ordi nary shares) and R18 300,00 (50 Sasol BEE Ordinary
Shares), inclusive, were accepted in full, unless the applicant
concerned was ot herwi se disqualified. Applications for
subscription amounts in excess of R18 300,00 have been accepted
as to 50 shares each and a percentage of the bal ance of the
shares applied for, unless the applicant concerned was ot herw se
di squal i fi ed.



On average the percentage by which the applications in excess of
R18 300, 00 have been accepted anounts to 76, 7% of the bal ance of
the shares applied for. However, this percentage will differ
fromapplicant to applicant based on the other factors that have
been consi dered as descri bed above. The average percentage for
the Cash Invitation is nuch higher than that for the Funded
Invitation because the Cash Invitation was only 13%

over subscri bed conpared to the nore than 300% over subscri ption of
the Funded Invitation.

In the Cash Invitation applications were accepted from wonen and
wonen’ s groups which will result in the allotnent and i ssue of
40% of the total nunmber of Sasol BEE ordinary shares to them

4. Applications that have not yet been verified

A nunber of original application fornms and supporting docunents
subm tted by sone applicants to the South African Post Ofice
(“Post Ofice”) have not yet reached the Post Ofice' s central
consol i dation point, where verification is undertaken. The Post
O fice has electronically captured the information contained in
the application fornms and has paid all funds received in respect
of these applications to Conputershare |Investor Services
(Proprietary) Limted (Sasol and Sasol Inzalo's share

adm ni strators) who are hol ding these funds for and on behal f of
the affected applicants. However, Sasol cannot consider these
applications until it is in possession of the original signed
application forms and supporting docunents.

In order to expedite this process, the Post Ofice has been
contacting the affected applicants urging themto return to the
Post OFfice to conplete duplicate application fornms and to
resubmt their supporting docunents. A letter has been posted to
af fected applicants explaining the situation and providing them
with a summary of the information that was captured by the Post
Ofice.

These applicants are assured that Sasol and Sasol Inzalo wll
all ot and issue sufficient shares (in respect of both
Invitations) to the Sasol Inzalo Public Facilitation Trust (the
“Trust”) on 8 Septenber 2008 on the basis that the Trust will be
directed by Sasol to satisfy, in whole or in part, the
applications of affected applicants, which are accepted by Sasol
or which Sasol directs Sasol Inzalo to accept, in accordance with
the principles described in paragraph 3 above. In the event of
refunds being due to these applicants, the refund anounts
together with interest calculated up to the day before the date
of such refund will be paid to affected applicants as set out in
par agr aph 5.

The verification of applications that have not yet reached the
Post O fice’'s central consolidation point is of the utnost
i mportance to Sasol and Sasol |nzal o.



Sasol and Sasol Inzalo are working with the Post Ofice to
resolve this matter as quickly as possible, to the reasonable
sati sfaction of all.

5. Refunds

Refunds will be nade in the foll ow ng instances:

- if applications were not accepted in full, due to the
over subscri pti on;
if applicants withdrew their applications after the expiry of
the 45 day period during which the applications were
I rrevocabl e; and
if applicants were disqualified for any of the reasons
described in the Prospectuses.

At the general neeting of Sasol shareholders held on 16 May 2008,
sharehol ders inter alia approved the participation by named bl ack
Sasol directors in the Cash Invitation and the Funded Invitation.
The approved maxi num participation by black Sasol directors was
stipulated in the Prospectuses. It was also indicated in the
Prospectuses that the applications of such directors m ght be
reduced in the event of an oversubscription.

Ms Mkhize applied in the Funded Invitation and Cash Invitation,
but subsequently withdrew the Cash Invitation application nade in
her own nane.
